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County adopts 
2015-16 budget

Upon approval of 
the second reading, 
the Green County Fis¬ 
cal Court adopted, at a 
special called meeting 
June 9, the county’s 
2015-16 budget for the 
new fiscal year which 
begins July 1. The $4.4 
million budget is more 
than $900,000 less 
than the previous bud¬ 
get due to a decrease in 
revenue and expendi¬ 
tures of the road fund 
and a decrease in the 
water fund of approxi¬ 
mately $580,000. 

A major increase in 
revenue projected in 
the budget is from funds 
generated by a new in¬ 
surance premium tax, 
estimated at $100,000. 

Also, the budget 
calls for a noticeable 


increase in appropria¬ 
tions for the 911 Com¬ 
mercial Mobile Radio 
Service, up 54 percent 
to $193,150. 

Magistrates voted 
unanimously to adopt 
the new budget. 

“We continue to look 
at ways to cut costs and 
expenses and still pro¬ 
vide needed services to 
the citizens of Green 
County. Obviously, 
we’ve had substan¬ 
tial cuts to our budget 
that somehow need to 
be replaced. Hopefully, 
the insurance premi¬ 
um tax will generate 
enough revenue to help 
offset the budget cuts 
and prevent the Fiscal 
Court from having to 
borrow monies from the 
road fund in the future,” 
said Judge-Executive

City settles on 2 
percent employee 
cost of living raise

The Greensburg City 
Council gave first read¬ 
ing Monday to a $7.6 
million budget that 
will see city employ¬ 
ees receive a 2 percent 
raise. 

Two council mem¬ 
bers, Sandi Moran and 
Emily Jeffries support¬ 
ed an amendment to 
bump that raise to 2.5 
percent, but the motion 
failed on a 3-2 vote in a 
special called meeting. 
Moran had initially 
wanted a 3 percent raise 
but after Mayor Lisle 
Cheatham pointed out 
the raise amount will 
be magnified in future 
years’ budgets, Moran 
made a motion to make 
the raise 2.5 percent. 
Jeffries seconded the 
motion. 

At two percent, 
the five year cost is 
$106,000 and at 10 
years its $212,000,” he 
said. “I don’t want any¬ 


body think I don’t want 
to see our employees 
get what they deserve, 
but the big issue is what 
is sustainable.” 

Councilman Steve 
Stone said he was fine 
with a 2 percent cost of 
living raise for all em¬ 
ployees, but believes 
that any more than that 
should be merit based 
and determined on an 
individual employee 
basis. Council members 
Brenda Patterson, who 
hadinitiallysupported3 
percent but was swayed 
by the compouding ef¬ 
fect pointed out by the 
Mayor, and Jerry Cow¬ 
herd voted against the 
amendment. 

The 2015-16 budget 
is broken into five funds 
with a new water plant 
project fund the largest 
by far at $4.3 million. 
Mayor Cheatham said 
the projected comple¬ 
tion date for the new 
plant remains on sched-

They may be used 
until midnight on Jan.

Day, Labor Day and 
Martin Luther King 


day. 

The proposed ordi¬ 
nance prohibits use by 
anyone under 18 and 
from a moving vehicle. 

The ordinance would 
also set rules for retail 
sales of fireworks, in¬ 
cluding seasonal fire¬ 
works tents. 


Taylor’s 60 years at the county fair

When Bill Taylor re¬ 
turned home in 1954 
from an enlistment in 
the U.S. Navy, he went 
to work at the Green 
County Fair and Horse 
Show the next year to 
pitch in and help out 
the community and 60 
years later, after a ca¬ 
reer that took him to the 
pinnacle of Kentucky’s 
horse show circuit, he’s 
still at it in the home¬ 
town fair he so loves. 

In many way s he’s the 
most popular person at 
the fair, none more so 
than his main respon¬ 
sibility these days — he 
writes all the checks in 
which cash prizes are 
given. That’s a long way 
from his first job at the 



Bill Taylor started work¬ 
ing the Green County 
Fair and Horse Show in

1955 fair. 

“I parked car s the first 
two years and decided I 
didn’t want to park cars 
so I started hanging out 


at the horse show,” he 
said. “I was probably on 
a horse once or twice in 
my life, but that was the 
big thing at the fair and 
that’s what I wanted to 
do.” 

In the late 1950s he 
worked his way up to 
ringmaster. In those 
days, the local fair 
was part of a county 
fair horse show circuit 
which ran for multiple 
days and was the high¬ 
light of the fair, attract¬ 
ing national caliber 
horses as well as local 
owners showing their 
best horses. 

The final night of 
the fair then was the 
five-gated champion¬ 
ship ending a week- 
long celebration of the 
horse, that drew thou¬ 
sands of spectators and 


was more popular than 
the current fair-ending 
demolition derby is to¬ 
day. 

Taylor soon was pro¬ 
moted again. In the 
1960s announcer John 
Shelley broke his arm 
and couldn’t attend 
one year. Taylor took 
over the microphone for 
the horse show as well 
as other events held in 
the arena. 

With his background 
established, Taylor’s 
services were sought 
out statewide, but he 
always kept Green 
County as his priority. 
He served as ringmas¬ 
ter at the Taylor County 
Fair, and then at the 
prestigious Rock Creek 
Horse Show in Louis-

FB offers vulture option

Black vulture depre¬ 
dation on livestock has 
become a very serious 
issue across Kentucky 
and has impacted sev¬ 
eral Green County pro¬ 
ducers. 

The black vulture 
will attack and kill 
newborn calves and 
even cows as they give 
birth, pecking out their 
eyes to make them help¬ 
less. The black vultures 
are protected under the 
federal Migratory Bird 
Act, and international 
treaty. 

Now farmers have 
a new, albeit limited, 
tool in dealing with the 
predators. 

Last year, according 
to the USD A, Kentucky 
livestock producers re¬ 
ported losses of 174 
calves and 10 cows to 


black vulture depreda¬ 
tion, up from 63 calves 
being reported killed 
the previous year. 

“Until now, the only 
legal option livestock 
producers had avail¬ 
able to protect livestock 
from depredation was to 
apply for an individual 
black vulture depreda¬ 
tion permit at the cost 
of $100, with a permit 
duration of one year,” 
said L. Joe Cain, di¬ 
rector of the Kentucky 
Farm Bureau commod¬ 
ity division. 

The Farm Bureau 
Federation Board of 
Directors made ad¬ 
dressing the issue of 
black vulture depreda¬ 
tion a national priority 
issue and Kentucky’s 
Congressional delega¬ 
tion has pushed feder¬ 
al agencies to address 
black vulture depreda¬ 


tion. Considerations in¬ 
cluded Federal legisla¬ 
tion to delist vultures, 
regulation that would 
allow limited takes and 
modifying the depreda¬ 
tion permit process. 

“KFBFhasbeendeep- 
ly involved in the entire 
process and pushed for 
a solution that would 
be available to produc¬ 
ers at no cost and allow 
them to legally protect 
their livestock from this 
predator,” Cain said. 

Recently the US F WS 
approved a statewide 
depredation permit for 
KFBF. 

“As far as I am aware, 
KFBF is the only non¬ 
government entity that 
has been approved by 
USFWS for a statewide 
depredation permit,” 
Cain said. “The state

New laws go 
into effect 
June 24

The approval of new 
laws may be a winter¬ 
time activity, but in 
most cases, this legis¬ 
lation doesn’t actually 
take effect until the 
heat of summer. 

Unless a law has an 
emergency clause or a 
specific enactment date, 
it becomes official 90 
days after the General 
Assembly completes its 
work. This year, that 
falls on June 24th. 

Since odd-year ses¬ 
sions are half as long 
as those in even-num¬ 
bered years and usually 
don’t “open” up the two- 
year budget, it may be 
tempting to think that 
this time is not as con¬ 
sequential. As this year 
proved, though, that’s 
not a fair assumption. 

Even with time set 
aside for organization¬ 
al matters and several 
days missed because of 
record snow and cold, 
the General Assembly 
was able to approve a 
wide array of laws that 
will have a positive im¬ 
pact on the state. 

Two of the most 
prominent are good 
examples of why spe¬ 
cific enactment dates 
are needed. One tack¬ 
ling the state’s heroin 
epidemic had an emer¬ 
gency clause, so that the 
provisions responding 
to the drug’s increased 
use could begin immedi¬ 
ately. Next week, in fact, 
marks the first meeting 
of the oversight commit¬ 
tee the General Assem¬ 
bly authorized to make 
sure the law is being 
carried out as planned. 

The other far-reach¬ 
ing law, meanwhile, will 
expand civil protective 
orders to victims of dat¬ 
ing violence, sexual as¬ 
sault and stalking. To 
give the courts time to 
make the necessary ad¬ 
ministrative changes, 
this law will become ef¬ 
fective next January. 

There are exceptions 
to budgetary matters 
being approved in odd- 
numbered years. This 
year, for example, we 
gave the University of 
Kentucky the go-ahead 
- and agreed to split 
half of the $265 million 
cost - to build a major 
research facility that 
will greatly expand the 
school’s work studying 
such deadly diseases as 
cancer and stroke. 

Some of this year’s 
new laws extend tax in¬ 
centives in an effort to 
boost economic activity. 
One will help the Breed¬ 
ers Cup, which is being 
held this fall at Keenel- 
and and is often called 
the richest two days in 
sports. Having Triple 
Crown winner Ameri¬ 
can Pharoah take part, 
as seems likely, will cer¬ 
tainly boost this event 
even more. 

The other incentive 
package will make Ken¬ 
tucky more attractive to 
the film and television 
industry. Our previ¬ 
ous incentives trailed 
what’s offered in many 
states, so this change - 
which had First Lady 
Jane Beshear as its chief 
advocate - should bring 
in considerably more 
productions. This will 
help us better compete 
with states like Georgia 
and Louisiana, which 
are seeing economic 
benefits reaching into 
the billions of dollars.

signed to reduce traffic 
injuries and fatalities, 
with the first calling 
on families with young 
children to use booster 
seats a little longer. This 
change extends the up¬ 
per age limit from six 
and younger to seven 
and younger and in¬ 
creases the upper height 
requirement from 50 to 
57 inches. These chang¬ 
es will make sure seat- 
belts designed for adults 
better fit those children 
not quite ready to use 
seatbelts unassisted. 

The other highway- 
safety measure calls 
for greater use of igni¬ 
tion-interlock devices, 
which make sure that 
convicted drunk driv¬ 
ers given a hardship li¬ 
cense do not drive drunk 
again. States that have 
expanded the use of 
these devices have seen 
a significant decrease 
in alcohol-related traf¬ 
fic fatalities. 

Two other new laws 
will have an effect on 
specific industries. The 
first loosens state regu¬ 
lations on telecommuni¬ 
cations companies’ lan¬ 
dline requirements as 
more and more people 
migrate to cell phones 
and internet-based 
calling. It’s important 
to note that there are 
built-in protections for 
landline users in rural 
areas. 

The other law re¬ 
stores strict separation 
between those who brew, 
distribute and sell beer. 
This will make sure that 
the country’s growing

craft beer industry has a 
level playing field when 
it comes to getting its 
products in restaurants 
and stores. 

Some of the other, 
lesser-known laws will 
do such things as make 
it easier for charitable 
organizations to raise 
money; establish a rat¬ 
ing system for early 
childhood care and 
education programs; 
and add Special Olym¬ 
pics, pediatric cancer 
research and rape cri¬ 
sis centers to the list of 
organizations eligible to 
receive direct donations 
from state income tax 
refunds. 

Earlier this month, 
the General Assembly 
began what it calls the 
interim, the period be¬ 
tween late spring and 
the holidays when the 
House and Senate com¬ 
mittees meet together to 
review issues affecting 
the state. This gives us 
the time we need to be 
better prepared when 
the legislative session 
begins in January.

• UGMA/UTMA — If you would like 
to buy and sell securities for the benefit of a 
child, you may consider opening a custodial 
account known as either an UTMA (Uniform 
Transfers to Minors) or UGMA (Uniform Gifts 
to Minors) account. You would serve as the 
custodian for this account, giving you control 
of it until your child turns either 18 or 21 (de¬ 
pending on your state of residence), at which 
point he or she would take over ownership. In¬ 
vestment income from an UGMA/UTMA ac¬ 
count can receive favorable tax treatment. As 
long as the child is under age 19 (or under age 
24 and a full-time student) and does not have 
earned income providing more than half of his 
or her support, the first $1,050 of investment 
income is tax-free, and the next $1,050 will be 
taxed at the child’s tax rate, which is typically 
10%. Investment income above $2,100 will be 
taxed at the parent’s tax rate. 

• Roth IRA — Even young children can 
contribute to a Roth IRA, as long as they have 
some type of earned income from babysitting, 
mowing lawns or any other type of employ¬ 
ment. Your children can fund a Roth IRA and 
choose from several different types of invest¬ 
ments — stocks, bonds, government securi¬ 
ties, and so on — and withdrawals of contri¬ 
butions are tax-free. Roth IRA earnings are 
also tax-free, providing the investor is at least 
59¥i and has had the account for at least five 
years. A Roth IRA can be used to help provide 
retirement income for your children, but it 
also offers penalty-free withdrawals of earn¬ 


ings when the money is used for a first-time 
purchase of a home. 

• 529 Plans — If you would like to give 
your child the gift of education , earnings in a 
529 college savings plan accumulate and are 
distributed tax free, provided they are used for 
qualified higher education expenses. (529 plan 
distributions not used for qualified expenses 
may be subject to federal and state income tax 
and a 10% IRS penalty on the earnings.) An¬ 
other benefit to 529 plan contributions is that 
they may be deductible from your state taxes. 
However, 529 plans vary, so be sure to check 
with your tax advisor regarding deductibility. 
A 529 plan offers other benefits, too. For one 
thing, the lifetime contribution limits are gen¬ 
erous; while these limits vary by state, some 
plans allow contributions well in excess of 
$200,000. And a 529 plan is flexible: If your 
child decides against college or vocational 
school, you can transfer the unused funds to 
another family member tax and penalty free. 

• Living and Testamentary Trusts — If 
you would like to leave a financial legacy for 
your children, and even their children, but still 
maintain some control over when they receive 
the money and how they can use it, you might 
consider speaking with an estate-planning 
attorney about establishing a trust. Some in¬ 
dividuals create a tmst to offer long-term sup¬ 
port to heirs or charities after death, whether 
for several decades or several generations. 
Before you decide on any of these plans, con¬ 
sult with your tax and financial professionals 
to make sure the arrangement you’ve selected 
is suitable for your needs. But however you 
choose to help your children, your generosity 
will make all the Father’s Days to come even 
more meaningful for you — so consider tak¬ 
ing action soon.

Value of dairy remains strong even 
as food prices continue to increase

While fuel prices are 
rising, which drives 
the cost of nearly all 
products, including 
food and other com¬ 
modities, the value of 
dairy foods remains 
strong. 

In addition to the 
continued struggling 
economy, the USDA 
Economic Research 
Service reported 
that last summer’s 
drought, which was 
more far-reaching 
than any since the 
1950s, contributed 


to an increase in the 
retail price of many 
items, including ce¬ 
real, corn flour, beef, 
pork, poultry and 
dairy 

“The drought has 
the potential to in¬ 
crease retail prices 
for beef, pork, poultry, 
and dairy products 
first and foremost ... 
into 2013,” the U S D As 
U.S. Drought 2012: 
Farm and Food Im¬ 
pacts report states. 

The drought crip¬ 
pled the development 
of corn crops, which 
is a primary source of 


food for cows. Dairy 
farmers who nor¬ 
mally grow their own 
food not only lost the 
investment of time 
and money put into 
planting and irrigat¬ 
ing crops that did not 
grow, but they also had 
to spend more money 
on buying feed from 
other sources. 

While retail prices 
across the country 
are rising and falling 
inconsistently, milk 
and other dairy foods 
continue to offer the 
stability of being one 
of the best nutrition¬ 


al values of any food 
group. At 25 cents per 
glass, milk is less ex¬ 
pensive and healthier 
than other beverages. 
Milk contains cal¬ 
cium, protein, potas¬ 
sium, phosphors and 
vitamins A and D, 
making it one of the 
best values at the su¬ 
permarket. 

New research is 
emerging that shows 
how much protein 
is packed in yogurt 
and other dairy food. 
Those results will be 
made public in the 
coming months. 


Reasons to include more dairy 
products in your healthy diet

A healthy diet can 
improve quality of life 
and reduce a person's 
risk of developing dis¬ 
ease or other negative 
health conditions. For 
example, a diet rich in 
fruits and vegetables 
can boost the immune 
system and promote 
cardiovascular health, 
lowering your risk of 
heart disease in the 
process. 

While the benefits 
of including fruits and 
vegetables in your diet 
are widely known, the 
medical benefits of 
dairy are often over¬ 
looked. The following 
are a handful of ways 
that dairy products 
like low-fat milk, cot¬ 
tage cheese and yogurt 
can make a nutritious 
and beneficial addi¬ 
tion to your diet. 

* Dairy packs a 
protein- and calcium¬ 
laden punch. One cup 
of nonfat yogurt can 
provide as much as 
one-third of your daily 
recommended calcium 
intake and nearly 20 
percent of your daily 


recommended pro¬ 
tein intake. Though 
dairy products like ice 
cream don't pack the 
same nutritious punch 
as yogurt, healthier 
fare like reduced-fat 
cheese and skim milk 
can go a long way to¬ 
ward meeting your 
daily intake of protein 
and calcium. 

* Dairy is a great 
source of vitamin D. 
In addition to provid¬ 
ing sufficient calcium 
and protein, dairy also 
helps men, women and 
children boost their vi¬ 
tamin D. That's espe¬ 
cially important in the 
winter months when 
people tend to get less 
exposure to the sun. 
Exposure to the sun is 
a natural way to boost 
your vitamin D, but 
the shorter days and 
colder weather of win¬ 
ter can make it hard to 
get sufficient vitamin 
D during that time of 
year. Dairy products 
like low-fat milk can 
boost your vitamin 
D, which can improve 
your bone health and, 
according to recent 
research, might help 


reduce your cancer 
risk. 

* Dairy may help 
lower your blood pres¬ 
sure. Men and women 
with high blood pres¬ 
sure might benefit 
from including more 
dairy in their diets. In 
a study of5,000 adults, 
Spanish researchers 
found that those who 
reported consuming 
the most low-fat dairy 
products were more 
than 50 percent less 
likely to develop high 
blood pressure than 
those who consumed 
less low-fat dairy. 
Though researchers 
are not certain as to 
the reason behind 
low-fat dairy prod¬ 
ucts' impact on blood 
pressure, some theo¬ 
rize that their calcium 
and protein content 
are likely behind the 
benefit. 

* Dairy benefits 
your bones. Dairy has 
long been known to 
improve bone density. 
But it's not just se¬ 
niors who benefit from 
the bone-strengthen¬ 
ing impact of dairy. 
Youngsters who con¬ 


sume dairy can also 
expect an increase in 
bone mass, which can 
make them less sus¬ 
ceptible to injuries 
like broken bones. 
Seniors who consume 
dairy to improve their 
bone density should 
know that a recent 
study from research¬ 
ers at the Institute for 
Aging Research found 
that not all dairy 
products are equal 
when it comes to im¬ 
proving bone density. 
While milk and yogurt 
were linked to higher 
bone mineral density, 
dairy products like 
cream and ice cream 
contain less protein, 
calcium and vitamin 
D and more fat and 
sugar than yogurt and 
milk, and these prod¬ 
ucts may actually be 
associated with lower 
bone mineral density. 

Though there are 
many ways men and 
women can improve 
their overall health, 
it's important to con¬ 
sider the nutritional 
value of dairy when 
making any altera¬ 
tions to your diet.

There were an estimated 63,000 milk cows living on 720 dairy farms in Kentucky in 2014 . 

Each dairy cow in Kentucky provided an average of 1* 849 gallons of milk. 

Total amounts of milk produced in the state amounted to 116.5 million gallons , or 1_ 
billion pounds, of milk. 

93% of all milk produced in 2014 was used and consumed in the form of fluid milk. 


Cash receipts for the sale of milk by dairy farmers amounted to $257.1 million . 

A Kentucky dairy cow produced an average of 6.1 gallons of milk per day , or 
enough to make 5.2 pounds of cheese or 2.5 pounds of butter. A typical cow consumes about 100 
pounds of feed daily, which is a combination of hay, grain, silage and proteins, plus vitamins and 
minerals and drinks nearly 40 gallons of water. 

The average value of a day’s milk was about $13.38 per cow. 

In 2014 , a dairy cow in Kentucky cost about $1.780 per head. A Kentucky dairy farm typically 
has a herd of about 88 milking COWS . 

Kentucky had SIX commercial milk processing plants located in Fulton, Louisville, London, 
Murray, Somerset and Winchester. Kentucky also had three commercial cheese manufacturing 
plants and One specialty ice cream plant. 

Kentucky ranked 27th in milk production, 26th in number of milk cows, 42nd in milk 
output per cow and 12th in the number of licensed dairy operations in the United States.

2638 

info@greencountyasap.com 


International exchange program 


leaves lasting impact on students

Elaine Tan, origi¬ 
nally from Malay¬ 
sia, addressed the 
Greensburg Rotary 
Club Tuesday, June 
9 about the Student 
Exchange Program at 
Campbellsville Uni¬ 
versity where she 
works as an ethnic 
and cultural studies 
instructor/facilitator. 

Tan came to the 
United States in 2009 
as an exchange stu¬ 
dent in a small town in 
Iowa. 

Still very close with 
her host family, she vis¬ 
its them on holidays, 
such as Christmas and 
Thanksgiving, calling 
them her family in 
America. 

She discussed with 
the Rotary Club the im¬ 
pact left on her by being 
able to experience dif¬ 
ferent seasons for the 
first time, especially 
winter and being able 
to build a snowman. 

She remarked that 
in her native Malay¬ 
sia, the weather was 
much like summer 


year-round. Being an 
exchange student al¬ 
lowed her the oppor¬ 
tunity to come to the 
United States and ex¬ 
perience what winter 
and snow was like, 
along with so many 
other things. 

She also spoke about 
a vacation she took 
with her host family 
after her graduation to 
Springfield, Ill. where 
she developed an in¬ 
terest in President 
Lincoln. 

With her was Yo- 
shiko Takahashi, an 
exchange student from 
Japan. She spoke with 
the rotary members 
about her experiences 
as an exchange stu¬ 
dent in America, com¬ 
ing to California at the 
age of 18. 

She discussed the 
importance of cooking 
in her culture and the 
memories she has of 
being able to cook with 
her host family as they 
shared each others’ 
cultures. 

Currently at Camp¬ 
bellsville University, 
10 percent of students 
(about 300) are Inter¬ 


national students from 
46 different countries. 

Nationally, 20 per¬ 
cent of students are in¬ 
ternational students. 

“We like to strive 
to change the statis¬ 
tic for international 
students to be able to 
experience what I have

ville. In 1974 Taylor 
began a 31-year run in 
charge of ring presen¬ 
tations at the World’s 
Championship Horse 
Show at the State Fair 
in Louisville each Au¬ 
gust. 

In his 60 years at the 
local fair, he has seen 
many changes. When 
he started, the carnival 
was set up entirely in 
side the baseball field, 
with numerous local 
merchants setting up 
booths along the left 
field line hawking their 
wares. 

“Woodsen Lewis al¬ 
ways said the fair was 
one of his biggest weeks 
and he would sell a lot 
of appliances,” Taylor 
said. 

That was hard on 
the baseball playing 
service, though, and in 
the 1960s the carnival 
moved to its present 
location. 

Into the 70s the car¬ 
nival would also bring 
more risque entertain¬ 
ment. Among the side¬ 
shows featuring magi¬ 
cians and exotic snakes, 
there would usually be 
a “girly” show. 

“The carnival is a 
lot more professionally 
run these days,” Taylor 
said. “They know what 
the people want and try 


to give it to them.” 

The fair has also 
expanded since Tay¬ 
lor started, going from 
four nights worth of 
events in the show are¬ 
na to more than week’s 
worth. 

“Back then there 
would be a parade on 
Monday and we hoped 
everybody would fol¬ 
low it out to the fair¬ 
grounds,” he said. “The 
carnival would set up 
and run a couple of days 
without anything else 
going on. The fair would 
then start on Wednes¬ 
day and go through Sat¬ 
urday.” 

Taylor said the fair 
used to run a lot more 
hours than it does 
now. 

“Back then we had a 
whole lot more daytime 
stuff going on, and now 
people are working and 
can’t get off during the 
day.” 

These days, the 
Thursday Kids’ Day is 
a throwback to that era 
when events start at 9 
a.m. 

As years passed, 
more and more events 
were added, such as 
concerts and expand¬ 
ing pageants to include 
more age groups. 

Society has changed 
since then, with more 


opportunities for enter¬ 
tainment year-round 
and fairs competing 
amongst themselves. 

The fair used to be 
held in September 
each year but as near¬ 
by counties established 
fairs earlier in the sum¬ 
mer, Green County had 
to evolve. 

“All the fairs around 
us had already been and 
we figured people had 
been faired out, so we 
moved to the last week 
in June and at one time 
we were the first fair 
in the state each year,” 
Taylor said. “And then 
the state fair kept mov¬ 
ing their date and now 
it’s so crowded because 
most all your fairs are 
held in June and July 
with a few in August 
and only a couple after 
the state fair. 

Setting a date is one 
of the biggest problems, 
Taylor said, as compe¬ 
tition for carnivals is 
intense and carnival 
availability more or less 
determines the date. 

The whole fair is 
more flashy to appeal to 
the changing cultural 
tastes. 

“Back then you had a 
Ferris wheel, a merry- 
go round and swings,” 
he said. “Now you have 
all these fancy rides.”

wide permit affords 
producers experienc¬ 
ing depredation the 
opportunity to apply 
for a Livestock Protec¬ 
tion Depredation Sub- 
Permit that allows 
legal Takes’ of black 
vultures that are at¬ 
tacking livestock.” 

The statewide dep¬ 
redation permit is 
limited to 350 total 
takes and will be ad¬ 
ministered by KFBF. 
The maximum num¬ 
ber of takes a producer 
may be approved for is 
five. 

There is no cost to 
apply for the KFBF 
Livestock Protection 
Depredation sub-per¬ 
mit, but producers 
who have experienced 
extreme depredation 
and have large black 
vulture roosts nearby 
are encouraged to ap¬ 
ply for an individual 
black vulture depre¬ 
dation permit with 
USFWS. The cost of 
an individual depre¬ 
dation permit is $100, 
but producers may be 
approved for a larger 
number of takes by 
USFWS. 

Applicants agree to 


follow all rules and reg- 
ulations required by 
USFWS in the original 
statewide depredation 
permit, including: use 
of non-lethal measures 
to try and deter black 
vulture depredation, 
use of shotguns and 
steel shot in the lethal 
“taking” of depredat¬ 
ing black vultures, the 
reporting of “takes” on 
a monthly basis, and 
the use of black vulture 
carcasses as effigies in 
areas where depreda¬ 
tion is occurring. Black 
vulture lethal “takes” 
are approved only in 
areas where livestock 
is threatened and dep¬ 
redation is occurring. 


Applications will be 
scored based on the 
information producers 
provide regarding past 
depredation history, 
proximity of black vul¬ 
ture roosts, number of 
livestock units on the 
farm and the general 
livestock density of 
the area based on the 
most recent Kentucky 
Agricultural Statistic 
Service numbers. Pro¬ 
ducers applying for the 
sub-permit that are 
approved will receive a 
signed approval listing 
the number of takes 
allowed, along with 
a copy of the KFBF 
statewide depredation 
permit.

In other business: 

After a lengthy dis¬ 
cussion with a number 
of citizens speaking 
for the proposal, mag¬ 
istrates voted, by roll 
call, 3-2 in favor of in¬ 
stalling sidewalks from 
Shannon Heights Road 
through Summersville 
to Doc Ward Road on 
both sides of the road. 
Magistrates Andrew 
Parson(R-lst), Tim 
Darnell(D-2nd) and 
Terry Aaron(R-4th) 
voted in favor and 
Magistrates Steve 
Lewis(R-3rd) and 
Charles Judd (R-5th) 
voted against. 

“I just want to stress 
this decision by the 
magistrates to install 
sidewalks will in no 
way affect the amount 
of property the state 
will acquire. This area 
along Highway 61 has 
already been included 
in the state’s plans. If 
the magistrates had 
notvotedtoinstallside- 


walks, this area would 
simply have been a 
grassy area. Further¬ 
more, the installation 
of sidewalks will not 
hinder the entrance to 
any home or business. 
Curb and guttering 
are currently in the 
state’s plans, meaning 
entrances would have 
to be included. On a fi¬ 
nal note, there will ab¬ 
solutely be no expense 
to the county with the 
initial installation of 
sidewalks. The county 
will be responsible for 
maintenance and up¬ 
keep,” said Judge-Ex¬ 
ecutive John Frank. 

“I see this vote as a 
step in the right direc¬ 
tion as far as progress 
is concerned. I believe 
the sidewalks will in¬ 
crease property values 
and improve the over¬ 
all appearance of the 
community as well 
as provide citizens a 
place to exercise as 
they so choose.” 

In response to his 


vote, Magistrate Steve 
Lewis said, “I am elect¬ 
ed to represent the 
people of my district 
and the majority of 
people in the district 
that talked to me did 
not want sidewalks.”

ule for late fall. 

The City’s general

Kentucky experi¬ 
enced above normal 
temperatures and be¬ 
low normal rainfall 
over the past week. 

Precipitation for the 
week totaled 0.69 inch¬ 
es, 0.35 inches below 
normal. Temperatures 
averaged 77 degrees 
for the week, 5 degrees 
above normal. 

Topsoil moisture was 
rated 3 percent very 
short, 18 percent short, 
70 percent adequate 
and 9 percent surplus. 
Subsoil moisture was 
rated 2 percent very 
short, 16 percent short, 
76 percent adequate, 
and 6 percent surplus. 
Days suitable for field¬ 
work averaged 5.8 out 
of a possible seven. 

Primary activities 
this week included 
planting soybeans and 
tobacco.
